How should you go about financing 
your home? In the first place, you 
should know what price you can afford to 
pay for a home and how much you can 
comfortably pay each month in paying 
for it. The most advantageous plan for 
home financing provides for monthly 
payments on principal and interest over 
a given period of time, from 10 to 25 
years. This is a painless, sensible way to 
pay for a home in easy installments just 
like rent, and in some cases actually 
cheaper than rent. 


The following charts have been de- 
signed to eliminate the necessity of calcu- 
lations in determining the equal monthly 
payment necessary to pay off a loan of a 
given size. The interest rate in Table A 
is 4%, and the interest rate in Table B 
is and for terms from 10 to 25 

years. The payment shown in the table is 
the minimum uniform payment necessary 
to pay off the loan completely within the 
stipulated time.
